Chicken dinner* were the rule to-v 
day for the ward* of Rush county. 
In ncord<ance with the usual custom 
the 
unfortunate 
inmates 
of 
the 
county's institutions were given real 
Thanksgiving dinners in which roast 
chicken was substituted for turkeys 


Owing to the high cost of turkeys 
the inmates were not given this but 
Sheriff Cavitt stated that on Christ 
mas day turkey would he served at 
the jails. 
He did not say this as an 
invitation, but it is more than likely 
that there will be some prisoners to 
share the feed. It has been the cus­ 
tom here for several years to give 
extra dinners on these two holidays. 
The menu at the jail on 
Christmas 
day always includes turkey, but at 
the poor farm there are too many 
inmates to make this possible. 


At the jail today four people—'two 
men and two 
women—partook 
of 
the chicken dinner prepared by Mrs. 
Cavitt, wife of Sheriff Cavitt. 
The 
menu included 
oysters, 
potatoes, 
gravy, celery, cranberry sauce and 
pie. 


At the county poor 
asyluni 
Su­ 
perintendent and Mrs. Newton New- 
bold served about the same kind of 
a dinner. 
Twenty-five unfortunates 
were served and 
everything 
was 
done to make them feel as thankful 
as possible. 
Superintendent 
New- 
bold stated 
that 
there 
were 
too 
many inmates to think of 
serving 
turkey and for this reason chicken 
w*as on the menu. 
The number at 
the asylum is larger than last year 
and Mr. New.bold expect%more be­ 
fore the winter is over, although he 
does not know what he will do with 
them. 
The place is 
crowded 
now’ 
and the poor buildings and equip­ 
ment make it a problem as to what 
will be done with the expected in­ 
fra sc.

squirms under the tongue lashing of 
the customer, he cannot lower his 
prices. 
The clothier, 
haiberdasher, 
the butcher and the grocer are all 
“in the same boat.” The bootmaker, 
while he.receives his share of com­ 
ment, is khankful that the customer 
does not eat shoes, 
and 
therefore 
his share of “abuse,” as they all put 
it, keeps him out of the same boat, 
hut he’s following closely in anoth­ 
er skiff. 


The advance in prices on every­ 
thing that man or woman 
eats 
ok 
wears appears to be due from the 
European 
war 
and the middleman, 
who wants to “get rich quick” while 
the getting is good. 


It might be said, after a talk with 
all types of merchants 
and 
manu­ 
facturers, that the increase in price 
on all things, either food or wearing 
apparel, has advanced 60 per cent, 
out an average, in the last year. 
For the man in 
the 
high 
water 
trousers, though there is a scarcity 
of material doesn’t seem to help his 
bank roll any. 
All of the merchants 
in any line that can be 
mentioned 
are at the mercy of the manufactur­ 
er and the wholesaler, and if both of 
these agncies do not reap a golden; 
harvest this year and next year it 
will not be because they 
haven’t 
tried. 


Take, for instance, suits for men 
and women. 
From the cheapest to 
the highest grade there has been a 
graduating 
increase all along 
the 
line. According to clothiers the fel­ 
low who two years ago could buy r- 
business suit for any price from $12 
to $40 is now paying 
an 
increase 
of from $3 to $10 a suit, according 
to material. 


Asked why there was such an in­ 
crease the clothier 
stated 
that it 
seemed there were a million reasons. 
Th cost of material has risen. 
The 
cotton market in many cases has to 
do 
with this. 
There is a 
scarcity 
of English serge at the present time, 
due to the war. 
England is sending 
many of her vessels across the At­ 
lantic “light,” not wishing to 
keep 
them long enougli in poj*t to take on 
a cargo. The cargo from this coun­ 
try is the main factor. 
Again, the 
very thread with which the buttons 
are sewed on the garments and the 
button themselves have 
risen 
in 
price. 


In that particular line, 
suits 
for 
women have undergone an 
advance 
in price for the same reason. 
The 
advance in prices of underwear is 
from five to twenty per cent. 
In the 
t ease of men’s underwear, the Euro­ 
pean war is given as a reason by the 
merchant. 


With regard to women’s under­ 
wear, the cotton market has much 
to do with the advance in price, and 
the scarcity of silk affects both un­ 
derwear and hosiery, 
according 
to 
the merchants.

helped 
this 
feeling along. 
France, one and all say, has been 
the ideal country in this war, 
from 
the first gun till the last. 
She has 
fought like a lion 
and 
unselfishly. 
She (has put herself, heart and soul 
into the struggle 
and 
has always 
fought strictly according to Hoyle. 
Her attitude has been nobility itself 
and 
not 
even 
the 
pro-Germans 
seem to hope for her defeat. 
However, 
in 
this 
pro-German 
crowd, one hears that England 
is 
using France for her 
own 
selfish 
purposes. 
According to them Eng­ 
land is aiming at woiM-domination 
and that if the Allies win and Ger­ 
many is crushed, England will have 
her hand on the 
world’s 
windpipe 
and can throttle it at leisure, com­ 
mercially and otherwise. 
And as proof 
of 
wdiat England 
will do they point to 
the 
English 
blockade. 
Even now, 
they 
claim, 
Sweden is being sorefly pinched ec­ 
onomically by the motion of Eng­ 
land’s fleet. 
The cost of living has 
gone up from 40 to 100 per cent, 
they assert, and certain 
commodi­ 
ties are not to be had at all. Should 
England become all-powerful, as she 
would in the event 
of 
a crushed 
Germany, what then 
would happen 
to Sweden! 
I asked President Carl Frisk of 
the Stockholm Handels 
Bank, 
one 
of the most powerful 
financiers in 
all Scandinavia 
and 
one 
of the 
best informed men in such matters 
in Sweden, about 
the effect of the 
British blockade and if it had effect­ 
ed the eotft of living to any great 
extent. 
He did not seem to think it 
had. 
Living was higher, 
he said, 
but on an average not more than 
25 or 30 per cent. 
Sweden is ex 
ceedingly prosperous 
and there is 
plenty of money in the land. 
Perhaps the greatest authority on 
the cost of living 
in Sweden 
is 
Axel 
Robert 
Bildt, 
Director 
of 
Transito Ltd., 
formed 
to 
handle 
freight 
“in transit” 
from 
foreign 
countries, through Sweden, to Rus­ 
sia. 
This concern 
wras recognized 
by 
the 
British 
government 
and 
goods consigned to it were allower 
free passage through the blockade 
because England 
had 
guarantee« 
that such goods 
would 
not be di­ 
verted to Germany, once in Sweden 
as formerly had been the ease very 
often. 
The pro-Oerraan press 
of 
Sweden fought Transito mercilessly 
claiming 
that 
through 
it Englanc 
was trying to get a strangle hold on 
the economic 
life of Sweden oon- 
trt-lling every mouth 
full 
of foot 
and all other supplies 
coming 
into 
the country. 
“ThL assertion was utterly with­ 
out foundation.” Director Bildt toi« 
me. 
“We handle only 
‘in transit 
good>. 
These, now arriving in large 
quanities from America 
and other 
countries, 
are 
let 
through 
the 
blockade without delay. 
It is 
no 
true that England thus controls al 
Sweden’s imports. 
We simply 
are 
surety to England that such goods
